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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

After the foregoing Amendment, claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-22, and 25-26 are 

currently pending in this application. Claims 14, 23, and 24 are canceled without 
prejudice. Claims 9 and 13 are amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-6, 8-12, 14, 19, 
25, and 26 contain allowable subject matter. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claims 14 and 19 as being dependent upon a 
rejected claim. Claim 13 is amended to include allowable subject matter of claim 
14, and claim 14 is canceled. Claim 19 depends upon claim 13. The withdrawal of 
the objection to the claims 14 and 19 is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 13, 15-18, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,735,426 to Pau (hereinafter "Pau") in view of 
U.S. Patent Publication No. 2004/0151257 to Staszewski (hereinafter "Staszewski") 
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and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,669,068 to Kielmeyer et al. (hereinafter 
"Kielmeyer"). 

Claim 13 is amended to include subject matter from claim 14, which the 
Examiner indicated is allowable. Therefore, the Applicant submits that claim 13 is 
now allowable and the rejection is therefore moot. Additionally, claims 23 and 24 
are canceled. 

Claims 15-18, and 20-22 are dependent upon independent claim 13 and the 
Applicant believes these claims are allowable over the cited references of record for 
the same reasons provided above. 

Based on the arguments presented above, withdrawal of the 103 rejection of 
claims 13, 15-18, and 20-24 is respectfully requested.
